MORNING   SESSION— WEDNESDAY,  JUNE   3 

OPENING — The  Ninety-Fifth  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual 
Conference  opened  at  the  Smith  Memorial  Methodist  Church  in  the  beauti- 
ful city  of  Lenoir,  North  Carolina,  which  is  sometimes  called  "the  land  of 
the  sky"  due  to  the  very  high  mountains  and  the  clear  blue  sky.  Following 
a  brief  prelude  of  organ  music,  Bishop  E.  A.  Love,  assisted  by  the  four 
district  superintendents,  the  host  pastor  and  Dr.  Charles  F.  Golden,  led 
the  conference  delegation  in  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  large 
delegation  blended  their  voices  in  praise  and  thanksgiving  through  the 
rendering  of  several  hymns;  after  which,  Bishop  Love  used  as  his  Com- 
munion Meditation  theme,  "Thy  Kingdom  Come."  The  conference  adjourned 
for  a  five  minute  recess. 

As  conference  reconvened,  J.  E.  Brower,  representing  the  district  super- 
intendents and  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  came  forward 
with  words  of  welcome  to  Bishop  Love,  who  had  been  recently  elected  bishop 
and  assigned  to  the  Baltimore  area. 

ROLL  CALL, — Bishop  Love  summoned  the  secretary,  William  R.  Craw- 
ford, to  call  the  roll  of  ministers.  Seventy-two  ministers  answered  to  their 
names  at  this  time.  Bishop  Love  then  called  for  the  organization  of  the 
conference.  James  E.  McCallum  and  Melvernia  Martin  were  approved 
assistants  to  the  secretary;  I.  G.  Simpson  and  M.  S.  Laughlin  were  approved 
assistants  to  the  statistician;  and  O.  W.  Burwick  and  J.  F.  Sawyer  were 
approved  assistants  to  the  treasurer.  The  secretary,  treasurer  and  statis- 
tician having  been  elected  for  the  quadrennium.  D.  S.  Harkness  was  elected 
representative  to  Press.  J.  H.  McCallum  was  elected  organist,  C.  L.  Gidney 
was  elected  precentor,  and  S.  L.  Townsend  was  elected  postmaster.  The 
bar  of  the  conference  was  said  to  be  the  center  section  of  the  church,  ex- 
cluding the  last  row  of  seats  in  that  section;  and  the  two  side  sections, 
excluding  the  last  three  rows  of  seats  in  those  sections.  Upon  the  motion 
of  Dr.  P.  A.  Taylor,  the  conference  voted  that  the  secretary  extend  greet- 
ings by  telegram  to  the  Mississippi  Conference  which  was  in  session  at  the 
time. 

After  a  brief  devotional  with  E.  M.  McCleod  presiding,  the  stage  was 
set  for  the  Memorial  Service,  held  in  memory  of  N.  J.  Pass,  P.  W.  Webb, 
D.  A.  Hill  and  Mrs.  Ammanda  Byers.  C.  E.  Strickland,  who  delivered  the 
Memorial  Sermon,  used  as  the  theme,  "Far  Horizon".  Thus,  the  morning 
session  was  concluded  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "What  A  Friend  We 
Have  In  Jesus". 

AFTERNOON  SESSION—  WEDNESDAY,  JUNE  3 

After  a  brief  meditation  and  devotional  period  led  by  W.  R.  Walls, 
Bishop  Love  called  for  the  reports  of  the  district  superintendents.  The 
character  of  the  district  superintendents  was  passed  by  the  conference.  The 
superintendent  of  the  Greensboro  District,  G.  M.  Phelps,  came  forward  to 
render  his  report,  reflecting  a  year  of  hard  work  and  success  in  many  areas. 
Likewise,  the  superintendent  of  the  Laurinburg  District,  F.  D.  Caldwell, 
came  forward  and  listed  some  outstanding  gains  made  in  his  area.  The 
superintendents,  W.  J.  Cameron  of  the  Western  District  and  L.  M.  Mayfield 
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of  the  Winston  District,  came  forward  and  made  splendid  reports  of 
progress  and  improvements  on  their  respective  areas    (See  superintendents

Bishop  Love  commented 
brieflv  on  a  few  changes  to  be  made  in  the  agenda,  he  stated  that  the 
Board  of  Ministerial  Training  would  be  the  order-of-the-day  following  the 
Thursday  morning's  business  session,  and  that  the  Commission  of  World 
Service  would  be  the  order-of-the-day  Friday  morning  following  the  busi- 
ness session.  He  further  stated  that  the  Ministers'  Wives  Association  would 
hold  their  session  Saturday  morning  at  11:00  A.M.,  instead  of  at  11:45  A.M. 

thDra T  R° Howard,  presented  and  introduced  by  W.  S.  McLeod  spoke  to 
the  conference  in  observance  of  the  Anniversary  of  the  Board  of  lemper- 
ance.  He  gave  many  facts  as  to  the  harmful  effects  of  the  use  oi  alcohol. 
Pamphlets  were  available  at  the  close  of  the  session  for  persons  who  wanted 
them.  Dr.  Charles  F.  Golden,  introduced  and  presented  by #R.  C.  Sharpe 
spoke  in  observance  of  the  Anniversary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  He  urged 
the  members  to  put  forth  a  greater  effort  to  give  more  in  The  Advance 
Specials.   Thus,  prayer  and  benediction  concluded  the  afternoon  s  session. 

EVENING  PROGRAM— WEDNESDAY,  JUNE  3 

Beautiful  music  by  the  Hartzwell  Memorial  Methodist  Church  Choir 
set  the  stage  for  the  evening  program.  After  the  presentation  of  the 
speaker,  Dr.  P.  A.  Taylor,  by  O.  W.  Burwick,  he  spoke  to  us,  in  observance 
of  the  Anniversary  of  the  Christian  Advocate,  Central  Edition,  from  the 
subject,  "The  Negro  In  the  Methodist  Church".  The  message  was  enjoyed 
by  all. 

W  E  Hairston  presented  J.  G.  Nash,  district  superintendent  of  the 
East  Tennessee  Conference,  who  spoke  in  observance  of  the  Anniversary 
of  the  Board  of  Evangelism.  He  gave  a  thought  provoking  message  to  the 
conference  on  the  work  of  evangelism.  W.  E.  Hairston  gave  the  benediction 
which  ended  the  first  day's  session. 

MORNING   SESSION— THURSDAY,  JUNE    4 

After  a  hearty  breakfast  in  the  down-stairs  dining  hall,  the  morning 
session  of  the  second  day  saw  the  conference  moving  swiftly  and  orderly 
toward  the  affairs  of  the  day.  A  brief  but  inspiring  devotional  was  con- 
ducted by  J.  E.  Brower  with  prayer  by  D.  C.  Skeen.  Bishop  Love  called  for 
the  journal  of  the  previous  day.  With  a  few  minor  corrections,  the  journal 
was  approved  by  vote  of  the  conference. 

BUSINESS— On  motion  by  R.  B.  McRae,  the  conference  voted  that 
delegates  should  be  elected  to  the  conference  annually.  On  a  motion  by 
P.  A.  Taylor,  conference  voted  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations (See  Committees). 

At  this  point,  Dr.  P.  A.  Taylor  came  forward  and  presented  his  report 
on  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Training  (See  Report).  As  a  result  of  said 
report,  conference  voted  by  a  two-third  majority  that  W.  P.  Cole  be  granted 
an  extension  to  complete  the  second  year  course  of  study  at  Bennett  College, 
the  report  was  adopted.    The  report  on  Conference  Relations  was  brought 
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forth  by  G  M  Phelps.  Upon  the  request  of  the  Committee,  J.  H.  Hall  was 
retired  upon  his  request  due  to  disability,  and  Glenn  A.  Brooks  was  given 
an  extension  of  time  to  complete  his  Conference  Course  of  Study.  Upon  the 
motion  of  Dr.  P.  A.  Taylor,  the  conference  voted  to  continue  annunity  for 
Glenn  A.  Brooks.  At  this  point,  Dr.  P.  A.  Taylor  presented  a  dividends 
check  to  the  conference  from  the  Methodist  Publishing  House  in  the  amount 
of  $1,096.35.  The  check  was  signed  by  the  president  and  turned  over  to  the 
treasurer  upon  the  motion  of  R.  B.  McRae  and  the  vote  of  the  conference. 

Dr.  P.  A.  Taylor  then  made  remarks  concerning  the  Central  Christian 
[dvocate.  Dr.  Charles  F.  Golden  of  the  Division  of  National  Mission  of 
The  Methodist  Church  addressed  the  conference.  Dr.  Golden  informed  the 
conference  of  their  responsibility  to  the  National  Mission  program.  Im- 
mediately after  Dr.  Golden's  address,  T.  H.  Wootten  offered  a  motion  that 
conference  approve  a  bi-conference  Mission  Conference  with  the  East  Ten- 
nessee and  North  Carolina  Conferences  cooperating.  The  motion  was  ap- 
proved and  voted  on  by  the  conference. 

A  negative  reply  was  given  Bishop  Love  when  he  asked,  "Is  the  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference  incorporated?"  The  following  persons  were 
said  to  be  bonded:  L.  A.  Brown,  treasurer  of  the  N.  C.  Conference,  $10,000; 
R.  C.  Sharpe,  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  $3,000  and  J.  E.  Brower, 
treasurer  of  trustee  Board,  $1,000.  The  Committee  on  Courtesy  presented 
D.  L.  Ridout,  area  secretary. 

After  a  round  of  announcements,  D.  L.  Ridout  held  the  conference 
spellbound  with  his  warm,  but  sincere  message  from  the  theme,  "To  Be  or 
Not  To  Be".    This  brought  the  morning  session  of  the  second  day  to  an  end. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION— JUNE  4 

OPENING — Devotions  began  at  2:30  p.m.,  providing  the  spiritual 
background  for  the  afternoon  session. 

BUSINESS — Bishop  Love  called  for  the  pastors'  reports.  These  were 
briefly  given  as  follows:  Greensboro  District,  I.  G.  Simpson;  Laurinburg 
District,  T.  H.  Wootten;  S.  L.  Townsend,  Western  District  and  G.  A.  Brooks, 
Winston  District.  They  lay  delegate  roll  was  presented  at  this  time  by 
L.  A.  Morrison.  Upon  the  motion  of  Rev.  McLeod,  conference  voted  that  the 
secretary  send  a  message  of  condolence  by  telegram  to  E.  A.  Rush  who  is 
in  the  Guilford  Sanitarium,  Guilford,  N.  C.  Ammendents  to  the  motion 
were  made  by  G.  M.  Phelps  and  W.  E.  Hairston  that  telegrams  be  sent  also 
to  Brothers  Hall,  Moffitt,  J.  H.  Ledwell  and  McNair. 

Beverly  Brown  led  the  conference  in  a  heart-warming  devotional  period 
which  brought  about  a  spiritual  atmosphere  for  the  following  program.  In 
observance  of  the  Anniversary  of  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities,  L.  A.  Morri- 
son presiding,  a  report  on  the  Activities  of  the  Lay  Leaders  was  given  (See 
Report).  Attorney  John  W.  Lankford  of  High  Point  was  presented  and 
delivered  an  address  from  the  subject,  "Layman's  Responsibility  in  Today's 
Church".  This  inspiring  message  was  enjoyed  by  all;  after  which,  L.  A. 
Morrison  introduced  lay  leaders  from  each  district.  With  bowed  heads  and 
a  solemn  benediction  the  afternoon  session  was  ended. 

EVENING   PROGRAM— THURSDAY,   JUNE    4 

At  6:30  p.m.,  a  fellowship  banquet  was  held  at  the  High  School  Cafe- 
teria, honoring  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Edgar  A.  Love.  Dr.  Marshall  McCallum 
gave  the  principal  address. 

In  observance  of  the  Aniversary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  Bennett 
College,  Allen  Home  and  Gammon  Theological  Seminary,  W.  C.  L.  Scar- 
borough presided.  The  music  for  the  occession  was  furnished  by  the  Ben- 
nett College  Quartet.  An  offering  in  the  amount  of  $66.00  was  taken.  After 
hearing  remarks  by  Dr.  D.  Jones,  our  second  day  session  was  brought  to 
an  end. 
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MORNING   SESSION— FRIDAY,   JUNE    5 

OPENING — Devotions  were  led  by  R.  F.  McCallum,  who  conducted 
this  spiritual  period  in  the  peaceful  and  unassuming  manner  for  which  he 
is  noted. 

BUSINESS— Bishop  Love  then  called  for  the  reading  of  the  journal. 
The  journal  was  corrected  and  adopted  by  the  conference.  At  this  point 
correspondence  was  read  by  the  secretary.  The  conference  voted  and  ap- 
proved the  motion  by  W.  J.  Cameron:  "In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  District 
Conference  may  be  held  if  authorized  by  the  Annual  Conference  (Paragraph 
666  of  the  Discipline)  ...  I  move  that  this  Annual  Conference  authorize 
the  four  districts  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  to  hold  District  Con- 
ferences". J.  E.  Brower  gave  the  report  of  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations.  It  was  suggested  that  the  following  names  be  added  to  the 
list  of  committees.  J.  W.  Lankford  and  Mrs.  R.  E.  Jones — Social  and  Eco- 
nomic Relations;  L.  A.  Morrison — Christian  Vocation;  W.  C.  Moore — World 
Peace.  After  proper  corections  and  additions,  the  report  was  adopted  (See 
Report). 

Boards  and  Committees  which  were  not  already  organized  wrere  in- 
structed to  do  so  by  Bishop  Love;  for  this  purpose,  he  made  the  following 
change  in  the  afternoon  program — business  session  would  be  moved  up  to 
3:00  p.m.  so  that  time  be  allowed  for  meetings  of  committees  at  2:30  p.m. 

J.  E.  Brower  then  gave  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance.    The  report  was  approved  with  the  following  corrections: 

1.  That  fund  to  be  raised  for  Bennett  College  be  worded  so  as  to  state 
the  minimum  amount — $3,000,  instead  of  stating  it  as  $4,000,  which  might 
be  misleading  to  the  people. 

2.  That  since  funds  marked  "secretarial  expense"  have  been  previously 
divided  equally  between  the  conference  secretary  and  statistician,  the  allo- 
cation from  now  on  be  marked  ''se^ecary  and  statistician  fund". 

Dr.  Harold  Rogers  was  presented  to  the  conference  and  spoke  briefly 
concerning  the  Evangelistic  Convocation.  A  suggested  resolution  from  the 
Board  of  Evangelism,  concerning  the  World  Methodist  Convocation  of 
Evangelism  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia.  June  26-28,  1953,  was  presented  by 
W.  E.  Hairston.  The  resolution  was  adopted  (See  Resolution).  It  was  voted 
on  by  the  conference  that  the  order-of-the-day  be  changed  in  order  to  move 
the  Quadrennial  Youth  Emphasis  Hour  from  the  Friday  morning  session  to 
4:30  p.m.  of  the  same  day;  instead,  the  anniversary  of  the  Board  of  World 
Peace  would  be  presented  during  the  morning  period.  I.  G.  Simpson  asked 
for  clarification  of  policy  determining  the  seat  of  Annual  Conference  for 
the  coming  year.  Bishop  Love  declared  invitation  for  next  Annual  Con- 
ference in  order.  From  the  three  North  Carolina  Cities  offered — Leaksville, 
Asheville  and  Laurinburg — Asheville,,  with  L.  A.  Brown,  pastor,  was  chosen 
the  meeting-place  for  the  1954  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference. 

Upon  the  presentation  of  motions  by  J.  E.  McCallum,  which  follows, 
conference  voted  to  adopt  same. 

1.  "That  a  Conference  Commission  on  Worship  and  the  Fine  Arts  be 
elected  to  consist  of  one  minister  and  one  layman  from  each  district — 
duties  of  said  commission  to  be: 

(a)  To  plan  and  conduct  worship  services  at  Annual  Conference 
Sessions,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Con- 
ference Program  Committee. 

(b)  To  make  available  resources  on  Worship  and  the  Fine  Arts  to 
our  churches  as  a  means  of  leading  our  people  to  the  true  mean- 
ing of  worship  and  an  appreciation  of  the  fine  arts." 

2.  "That  D.  L.  Ridout,  area  secretary,  and  a  member  of  the  General 
Commission  on  Worship  and  the  Fine  Arts,  serve  as  adviser  to  the  Com- 
mission." 
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After  an  additional  report  of  the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations 
by  G  M  Phelps,  and  upon  the  motion  of  the  same,  conference  passed  upon 
the  characters  of  all  members  of  the  conference.  Proposed  ammendments 
to  The  Constitution  of  The  Methodist  Church  were  read  by  Bishop  Love,  at 
this  time  to  be  ruled  on  by  the  conference.  The  first  amenndment,  No.  6, 
was  passed  by  a  vote  of  115  to  zero;  the  second,  amendment  No.  7,  passed 
by  a  vote  of  115  to  zero;  and  the  third,  amendment  No.  8,  passed  by  a  vote 
of  115  to  zero  (See  Proposed  Amendments  to  The  Constitution  of  The 
Methodist  Church).  D.  D.  Jones  was  presented  for  remarks  and  suggested 
that  Tuesday,  December  1,  be  considered  "Bennett  College  Roll  Call".  It 
was  agreed  upon  unanimously.  The  visitors — C.  F.  Furguson,  I.  De  Quincy 
Newman,  H.  F.  Kirk,  and  W.  M.  Furgurson — were  introduced  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Courtesy.  Announcements  were  made  at  this  point.  Bishop  Love 
suggested  that  greetings  be  sent  to  Bishop  and  Mrs.  A.  P.  Shaw.  Dr.  High- 
tower,  physician,  was  presented  to  the  conference.  W.  P.  Cole  was  excused 
from  the  afternoon  session  of  conference  for  business  reasons.  At  this 
point,  an  offering  was  taken  in  the  amount  of  $66.00  for  sick  ministers  of 
the  conference. 

After  the  singing  of  spiritual  hymns  and  a  brief  meditation  period 
which  set  our  minds  to  a  more  serious  phase  of  the  meeting,  Dr.  Ridout, 
who  presented  the  noonday  message,  spoke  from  the  9th  chapter  of  Luke, 
56  verse,  on  the  subject — "The  Life  of  Jesus".  After  this  inspiring  message 
was  delivered,  he  said  benediction  ending  the  morning  session  of  the  third 
day. 

AFTERNOON   SESSION— FRIDAY,   JUNE    5 

OPENING — Devotions  opened  with  the  singing  of  hymn  179.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  J.  W.  Jones.    Scripture,  St.  John  the  17th  Chapter. 

BUSINESS— The  report  of  the  Board  of  Pension  was  given  by  R.  C. 
Sharpe.  The  report  was  adopted.  A  Resolution  which  followed  said  report 
and  offered  by  R.  C.  Sharpe  was  also  adopted  by  the  conference  (See  Reso- 
lutions). J.  E.  Brower  presented  additional  names  to  be  placed  on  com- 
mittees: Committee  on  Courtesy — Eugene  Black  and  Mrs.  Mable  Patterson; 
Committee  on  Memorials — Eugene  Black.  The  names  were  approved.  W.  T. 
Brown  presented  the  report  of  the  Conference  Committee  of  World  Peace. 
The  report  was  approved.  The  Conference  Committee  on  World  Peace  pre- 
sented a  panel  discussion.  The  participants  were:  W.  T.  Brown,  J.  W. 
Gwyn,  Sr.,  D.  S.  Harkness,  Douglass  E.  Moore,  J.  T.  Jones,  J.  E.  McCallum. 
The  Youth  Emphasis  Hour  was  not  held.    Adjournment  followed. 

EVENING  PROGRAM 

The  Anniversary  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  was 
held  with  Mrs.  Alice  P.  McLeod  presiding.  After  this  brief,  but  well- 
planned  program,  the  third  day  sessions  were  concluded. 

MORNING   SESSION— SATURDAY,  JUNE   6 

OPENING — Devotions  were  led  by  Miss  Gwendolyn  Gidney  whose 
theme  was  "Food  For  Thought".  This  devotional  period  was  unlike  the 
others  in  that  the  conference  sat  and  listened  to  words  and  music  of  a 
religious  aspect  which  gave  way  to  deep  meditation  within.  It  was  beauti- 
fully arranged  and  carried  out  effectively. 

BUSINESS — Bishop  Love  opened  the  morning  session  by  calling  for  the 
journal  of  the  previous  day.  The  secretary  read  the  journal,  and  with  proper 
corrections  the  same  was  adopted.  At  this  time  the  lay  leader  presented 
a  complete  list  of  the  lay  delegates  in  attendance  at  the  conference.  Bishop 
Love  then  remarked  that  the  district  superintendents  are  supposed  to  pre- 
sent a  list  of  all  lay  delegates  attending  the  conference  to  be  published  in 
the  journal. 
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The  following  Disciplinary  questions  were  brought  forward  by  Bishop 
Love:  Who  was  elected  lay  delegate?  L.  A.  Morrison's  name  was  presented 
by  the  Conference  Board  of  Lay  Activities  for  approval.  The  conference 
approved.  Question  14?  No  Golden  Cross  Society.  Question  16?  Yes. 
Question  17?  See  committee  on  Investigations.  Question  11?  $1,000.  Ques- 
tion 12?  See  Report.  Question  12B  $5,023.  Question  13?  No  reply.  Bishop 
Love  called  for  the  treasurer's  report.  While  the  treasurer  distributed 
copies  of  the  said  report,  the  Conference  Board  of  Lay  Activities  presented 
the  names  of  district  lay  leaders  and  associates  for  election  for  the  ensuing 
year   (See  List).    The  list  was  approved  by  the  conference. 

After  the  treasurer's  report  was  given  by  L.  A.  Brown  and  approved 
by  the  conference  to  be  audited,  J.  E.  Brower  offered  a  motion,  and  it  was 
approved  by  the  conference,  that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be  given  the  treas- 
urer for  such  an  accurate  and  splendid  report.  Upon  the  motion  of  O.  W. 
Burwick,  the  conference  voted  that  The  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference 
would  instruct  all  local  treasurers  to  send  all  monies  directly  to  the  con- 
ference treasurer  monthly.    The  conference  recessed  for  ten  minutes. 

After  a  brief  intermission,  the  Ministers'  Wives  Association,  with  Mrs. 
W.  S.  McLeod  presiding,  presented  its  program.  After  an  interesting  panel 
discussion,  each  district  made  its  report  (See  Report).  Reporting  for  the 
districts  were:  Mrs.  G.  M.  Phelps — Greensboro  district;  Mrs.  T.  H.  Wootten 
— Laurinburg  District;  Mrs.  J.  J.  Patterson — Winston  District  and  Mrs. 
R.  B.  McRae — Western  District.  Then  Bishop  Love  read  the  list  of  mem- 
bers comprising  the  Commission  on  Worship  and  the  Fine  Arts  (See  List). 
Reports  on  ministerial  qualification  were  made  by  the  district  superin- 
tendents (See  Report).  At  this  time  Bishop  Love  called  for  the  following 
persons:  Roscoe  W.  Walls,  Clinton  C.  Armstrong  and  Douglas  E.  Moore, 
who  were  received  into  full  membership  of  the  conference.  Upon  the  reso- 
lution of  T.  H.  Wootten,  it  was  voted  that  the  conference  accept  the  offer 
made  by  Sears  Roebuck  Foundation  (See  Resolution).  Dr.  P.  A.  Taylor 
made  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  stating  that 
the  committee  would  meet  December  1st  at  the  "Bennett  Roll  Call".  The 
Committee  on  Urban  Life  was  named  by  the  district  superintendents  (See 
Boards).  The  conference  approved  a  motion  by  R.  C.  Sharps  authorizing 
the  treasurer  to  pay  the  bill  at  the  Deal  Printing  Company  of  Greensboro, 
N.  C.  the  amount  of  $872.44,  to  liquidate  the  cost  of  the  printing  of  the 
1951-52  Journal,  out  of  such  funds  that  are  available.  The  same  amount  is 
to  be  replaced  as  future  funds  for  conference  journals  come  in.  Upon  the 
motion  of  W.  C.  L.  Scarborough,  the  conference  voted  to  purchase  a  file 
cabinet  for  secretary  reports  and  records  to  be  kept  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  Room,  Student  Union  Building,  Bennett  College.  J.  J.  Patterson 
gave  the  statistician's  report.  The  report  was  approved  (See  Report). 
A.  L.  Morrison  presented  a  resolution  from  the  General  Conference  of  1952 
(See  Resolutions).  Bishop  Love  explained  that  he  would  discontinue  the 
afternoon  session  due  to  the  fact  that  he  wanted  the  delegation  to  visit  the 
"Blowing  Rock"  scene  of  the  city.  After  the  introduction  of  Dr.  Harrington 
of  New  York  City  by  the  Committee  on  Courtesy,  prayer  and  benediction 
were  said  by  R.  D.  Shipp.

REPORTS  OF  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENTS 

GREENSBORO  DISTRICT 

Bishop  Love,  Fellow  Ministers,  and  Workers  together  in  a  common 
cause: 

I  rejoice  with  you,  and  give  thank  to  God  for  the  opportunity  to  meet 
at  the  seat  of  another  annual  conference,  and  make  a  report  for  the  work 
entrusted  to  my  care.  I  have  had  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  serving  as 
district  superintendent  of  the  Greensboro  District  for  which  I  make  this 
report. 

With  God  as  our  leader,  we  hive  faced  each  task  with  the  assurance 
of  victory.  Such  has  been  the  case  even  with  those  whose  pathway  has  been 
intercepted  by  sickness  and  death.  Sickness  and  death  have  visited  our 
ranks  this  year.  J.  W.  Hall  has  been  confined  to  his  room  since  the  middle 
of  this  year  (conference  year).  It  should  be  said  however,  that  both  he  and 
his  family  have  helped  Brother  Shipp  to  make  one  of  the  best  reports  the 
church  has  ever  made.  Brother  Hall  is  still  confined  to  his  room  without 
showing  much  improvement.  Death  has  taken  from  our  ranks  during  the 
year,  Arthur  F.  Hill  and  Mrs.  Amanda  Byers,  both  of  whom  endured  their 
sickness  as  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  went  to  their  reward  to  meet 
their  loved  ones  who  had  gone  on  before. 

Bishop  Love,  your  coming  to  us  at  this  time  is  providential.  It  has  been 
yours  to  serve  our  conference  for  a  number  of  years  in  another  capacity, 
which  in  a  very  large  way  contributed  much  to  your  fitness  for  serving  us 
at  this  time  as  our  bishop  and  leader.  With  a  knowledge  of  this,  we  have 
been  inspired,  heartened  and  encouraged  already  to  greater  endeavors. 

We  wish  to  asure  you  that  the  increased  askings  have  been  met;  and  at 
the  same  time,  we  have  spored  no  pains  in  acquainting  ourselves  with  the 
changes  which  have  taken  place  in  our  organization.  We  have  looked  upon 
the  increased  askings  and  the  requested  changes  in  our  organization  as  a 
surer  way  of  partnership  with  God  in  Kingdom  building.  In  making  a 
further  report  for  the  district,  it  might  be  well  to  state  it  as  fololws: 
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EVANGELISM 

In  evangelism  we  have  only  made  a  beginning.  Startled  as  you  no  doubt 
were  bv  the  number  of  inactive  members  in  the  church  (1,735,000),  and 
with  the  previous  knowledge  of  the  small  number  of  new  members  which 
are  being  reached  by  the  Central  Jurisdiction,  we  have  hastily  and  pains- 
takingly put  forth  strenuous  efforts  to  acquaint  ourselves  with  and  set  up 
in  each  local  church  the  Commission  on  Membership  and  Evangelism. 

I  with  others,  answered  the  call  of  Bishop  Love  last  fall  of  all  district 
superintendents  and  executive  secretaries  of  the  Baltimore  Area  to  meet  m 
Baltimore  that  he  might  lead  us  in  thoroughly  acquainting  ourselves  with 
the  four  commissions  (Commission  on  Membership  and  Evangelism,  Com- 
mission on  Education,  Commission  on  Finance  and  Commission  on  Missions). 
As  early  as  possible  upon  my  return  from  this  well  planned  and  informative 
meeting  in  Baltimore,''  I  called  together  some  of  the  ministers  and  leading 
laymen  of  the  district,  and  planned  for  the  District  Conference  to  be  held 
a  few  weeks  later. 

The  District  Conference  was  held  January  15-17.  Through  the  co- 
operation of  each  pastor  on  the  district,  assisted  by  laymen  who  head  up 
each  organization  on  the  district,  we  were  able  to  send  out  to  each  church 
on  the  district  information  and  inspiration  which  is  already  bringing  results 
in  each  local  church.  Each  of  the  district  superintendents  of  our  anual 
conference,  together  with  Dr.  Daniel  L.  Ridout,  meant  much  to  the  success 
of  our  conference.  In  connection  with  the  regular  work  of  the  conference, 
the  ministers  brought  more  than  three  hundred  subscriptions  to  the  Advo- 
cate Central  Edition. 

It  is  to  be  noted  also  that  this  conference  aided  grealty  in  helping  to 
make  possible  the  financial  success  of  our  district.  I  have  been  able  to  ob- 
serve, as  I  have  traveled  the  district,  that  wherever  the  plans  of  the  church 
have  been  used,  new  members  have  been  added  and  inactive  members  have 
become  active. 

Lest  I  forget,  I  want  to  mention  here  the  Jurisdictional  Meeting  of  the 
District  Superintendents  held  the  last  of  February  at  Gammon  Theological 
Seminary.  Your  address,  Bishop  Love,  at  that  meeting  will  not  soon  be 
forgotten.  It  was  the  hope  and  prayer  of  all  that  attended  that  such  meet- 
ings should  be  held  each  year. 

EDUCATION 

There  must  not  come  any  let-up  in  our  support  of  our  educational  pro- 
gram to  which  there  is  an  ever  increasing  need.  As  to  finance,  the  record 
shows  that  while  we  have  been  asked  for  a  dollar  per  member,  we  have 
only  given  fifteen  cents  per  member. 

With  Bennett  College  in  our  midst,  ever  moving  forward  with  its  in- 
tensive program  of  Christian  Education,  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
must  meet  its  obligations  with  the  college. 

The  offer  made  by  Gammon  Theological  Seminary,  a  scholarship  of  five 
hundred  dolars  ($500.)  to  each  district  in  the  Central  Jurisdiction  for  a 
worthy  student  wishing  to  prepare  for  the  ministry,  should  be  known  by 
each  minister  and  interested  layman,  so  that  their  support  might  be  given 
in  reaching  the  desired  end.  This  move  on  the  part  of  Gammon  Theological 
Seminary  should  encourage  and  help  us  in  securing  aid  for  the  school. 

Allen  Home  for  a  number  of  years  has  played  a  unique  part  in  our 
conference  and  state.  Located  in  a  section  where  its  needs  have  been  at- 
tested and  proved,  this  institution  must  continue  to  receive  our  support  in 
every  way  possible. 

BUILDING  AND  IMPROVEMENT 

In  this  field  with  cooperative  and  competent  pastoral  leadership,  we 
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have  gone  beyond  our  highest  hopes  and  expectations  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year. 

W.  E.  Hairston,  W.  N.  Johnson,  and  T.  C.  Tarley  have  completed,  or 
almost  completed,  church  buildings,  which  for  years  to  come  will  stand  as 
monuments  to  their  memory.  Clinton  C.  Armstrong  and  P.  I.  Wells  each  has 
started  and  completed  the  modern  and  beautiful  churches  in  which  they  now 
worship  since  the  first  of  last  September.  This  did  not  seem  possible  to 
any  of  us  at  the  beginning  of  this  conference  year. 

Other  additions  and  improvements:  J.  W.  Shuford  has  bought  a  school 
building  which  is  being  used  as  a  community  house,  and  has  greatly  im- 
proved two  other  buildings.  J.  E.  Brower,  I.  G.  Simpson,  Beverly  Brown, 
C.  L.  Gidr.ey,  R.  C.  Sharpe,  Eugene  Black,  W.  T.  Lomax,  W.  N.  Napper  and 
F.  F.  McCallum  have  all  done  some  much  needed  improvement  on  their  re- 
spective churches. 

LAY  AND  YOUTH  ORGANIZATIONS 

In  this,  we  must  give  credit  to  our  Executive  Secretary  for  his  fine 
spirit,  wise  and  competent  leadership,  which  has  ever  been  at  our  disposal. 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Jones,  district  youth  leader,  J.  W.  Gwyn,  dean  of  the  youth 
organizations,  Mr.  C.  M.  Winchester,  district  lay  leader,  Miss  Ada  Tonkins, 
president  of  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  each  has  contributed 
well  his  part  to  the  promotion  of  the  above  organizations.  Each  has  had 
his  district  and  group  training  institutes,  which  in  a  large  measure  is  telling 
in  almost  every  local  church.  My  own  work  has  gone  smoother  and  with  a 
greater  degree  of  satisfaction  because  of  their  cooperation. 

Special  memtion  must  be  made  of  I.  A.  Friend,  R.  W.  Winchester,  F.  D. 
Morehead,  D.  C.  Skeen,  C.  A.  Barrett,  H.  A.  Davis  and  H.  M.  Martin  for  the 
success  which  they  have  had  in  their  over-all  program.  These  together  with 
the  other  faithful  ministers  of  the  Greensboro  District  have  made  possible 
this  report  which  I  am  now  pleased  to  be  giving.

We  are  in  the  midst  of  an  all  out  evangelistic  effort,  which  has  already 
brought  an  increase  in  our  membership.  We  have  stressed  "visitation 
evangelism"  in  every  deartment  of  the  church  with  special  emphasis  in  the 
church  school.   Most  of  our  pastors  will  report  an  increase  in  membership. 

FINANCIAL  STATUS 

We  have  been  able  to  increase  our  financial  strength  in  the  district  by 
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a   large   percentage.     Our   general   and    conference   benevolences   have   had 
great  gains  this  year.    We  have  increased  the  pastors  cash  salaries  in  the 
district  over  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00)  in  the  last  fifteen  months.

High  Point — St.  Mark:  J.  J.  Patterson,  pastor.

If  we  preach  the  method  of  Jesus  in  our  evangelism, 
we  will  give  evangelism  a  new  meaning.  We  are  praying,  trusting  and 
hoping  that  the  great  spiritual  fire  of  evangelism,  that  is  burning  with 
such  power  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  will  spread  is  flames  and  set 
the  Central  Jurisdiction  on  Hallowed  fire.  Jesus  said,  "Seek  ye  first  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  and  His  righteousness  and  all  else  will  be  added." 

DISTRICT  MEETINGS 

During  the  month  of  April,  we  held  a  district  conference  and  seminar 
in  St.  John's  Church,  Goldsboro,  N.  C.  Along  with  other  phases  of  the 
Discipline,  we  endeavored  to  study  the  Four  Commissions  as  handed  down 
by  the  1952  General  Conference:  The  Commission  on  Membership  and 
Evangelism,  The  Commission  on  Education,  The  Commission  on  Missions 
and  The  Commission  on  Finance.  The  conference  was  well  attended,  the 
interest  was  high  and  everyone  went  away  feeling  that  they  knew  more 
about  their  chudch  than  ever  before.

We  felt  that  his  inspiring  message  encouraged  the  young 
people  with  a  greater  determination  to  be  a  side-partner  with  Jesus  Christ 
and  help  Him  make  a  new  world  after  the  pattern  of  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount.

T.  D.  McCorkle  has  done  a  good  job  this  year  both  spiritually  and 
financially. 

Cherryville. 

C.  0.  Hill  works  hard  to  carry  out  the  program  of  the  District  Con- 
ference. The  charge  has  made  progress  under  his  leadership.  Plans  are 
under  way  to  build  a  church  at  Cherryville,  N.  C. 

Forest  City. 

R.  B.  McRae  seized  the  opportunity  early  to  increase  church  and  church 
school  attendance  by  providing  a  means  of  transportation  for  those  who 
had  no  way  to  attend  church.  A  bus  was  purchased  and  is  being  operated 
each  Sunday.  As  a  result  of  this  investment,  the  attendance  at  church  serv- 
ices and  church  school  has  increased  about  forty  per  cent.  Rest  rooms  have 
been  installed  in  the  church  basement.

J.  T.  Jones,  our  very  efficient  pastor  at  Gastonia,  has  proved  an  asset 
to  the  district  as  well  as  the  local  church.  He  has  rendered  valuable  service 
in  the  district.    The  local  church's  debt  is  being  gradually  liquidated.

R.  D.  Sharpe  has  to  his  credit  an  outstanding  j'ear's  work  at  Hickory, 
N.  C.  The  interior  of  the  church  has  been  redecorated,  beautiful  light 
fixtures  and  a  complete  set  of  pews  installed.  All  claims  were  paid  at  the 
last  district  meeting. 

Kings  Mt. 

Galilee  takes  pride  in  meeting  her  obligations  to  the  local  church  and 
the  conference.  The  church  has  been  renovated.  St.  Paul  is  taking  on  new 
life,  and  some  progress  has  been  made  under  the  leadership  of  J.  L.  Alford. 

Mt.  Holly. 

B.  J.  Dula  and  his  people  are  going  forward  in  a  fine  way.  Improve- 
ments have  been  made  at  Mt.  Holly.  Attendance  and  interest  in  the  church 
school  are  commendable.    Hunters  has  made  some  progress. 

Lenoir. 

S.  L.  Townsend  and  his  good  people  still  hold  first  place  in  the  district 
in  many  phases  of  the  church  program.  The  people  have  shown  their  love 
and  respect  for  their  pastor  and  his  good  wife  by  building  the  most  beauti- 
ful parsonage  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  Plans  are  complete  for  an 
Educational  Building.  A  beautiful  organ  has  been  purchased  and  installed.

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

Bishop  Love,  and  members  of  the  Ninty-fifth  Session  of  the  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference: 

I  am  happy  for  this  privilege  to  make  this  my  second  annual  report 
to  the  Conference,  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Education.  The  year,  to 
me,  seems  to  have  been  one  which  could  go  down  in  history  as  a  very  signifi- 
cant one,  and  the  program  of  Christian  Education  in  this  Conference  will 
feel  its  effects  far  into  the  future.  Throughout  the  Conference  we  have 
noticed  an  awakening  of  faith  in  Christian  Education,  and  the  ministers 
and  workers  of  the  four  Districts  are  using  the  resources  of  the  Conference 
Board  of  Education  to  great  advantage  and  great  help  in  their  local 
situations.  .  , 

Our  sincere  gratitude  is  voiced  to  the  four  District  Superintendents  of 
the  Conference,  without  whose  help  very  little  could  have  been  done.  They 
have  been  most  cooperative  in  granting  opportunities  to  get  the  work  of 
the  Conference  Board  of  Education  before  the  people,  and  have  worked 
hard  to  see  that  their  respective  districts  used  what  assistance  the  Board 
could  render.  .     . 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  also  express  appreciation  to  the 
voluntary  staff  workers  of  the  Conference,  who  in  the  presence  of  unfavor- 
able circumstances,  have  been  very  helpful  and  efficient  in  carrying  out 
their  work.  What  we  have  done  has  been  largely  because  of  their  interest 
and  efforts. 

OUR  AGE-GROUP  PROGRAMS 

Children's  Work:  Most  churches  are  becoming  concerned  with  the  loss 
of  members  from  our  children's  department  in  our  churches.  Because  of 
this  fact,  they  are  rising  equal  to  the  task,  attenpting  to  not  only  hold 
those  that  we  have,  but  also  to  add  more  to  the  rolls.  A  large  number  of  the 
churches  of  the  Conference  held  Daily  Vacation  Church  Schools  last  sum- 
mer, and  reported  that  they  were  quite  successful.  More  churches  are  look- 
ing forward  to  holding  similar  sessions  this  summer,  and  have  already  been 
sent  the  information  pertinent  to  planning  Vacation  Schools  from  the  office 
of  the  Board  of  Education. 

All  of  the  Districts  now  have  voluntary  directors  of  childrens'  work, 
and  our  Conference  director,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  S.  Jones,  has  begun  work  on 
plans  which  will  provide  the  training  needed  in  working  in  this  vital  area. 

YOUTH  WORK:  We  are  quite  proud  of  the  progress  which  the  youth 
work  has  made  during  the  recent  month.  There  has  been  a  remarkable  in- 
crease in  the  effectiveness  of  the  program  on  all  levels — from  the  local 
church  to  the  Conference.  The  Conference  Director  of  Youth  Work,  and  the 
District   Directors,  have  worked   tirelessly  in   providing  opportunities   for

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training  and  for  fellowship,  so  that  the  local  churches  throughout  the 
Conference  could  have  the  benefit  of  sharing  experiences  to  add  new  vigor 
to  their  programs. 

Four  District  Youth  Institutes  were  held  last  year,  three  of  which 
were  accredited.  All  of  them  were  well  planned,  had  excellent  leadership, 
and  were  a  credit  to  those  W'io  have  given  their  time  in  this  phase  of  work. 

Several  Youth  Rallies  were  had  throughout  the  Conference  during  the 
past  year,  on  both  Conference  and  District  levels.  During  these  Rallies, 
the  youth  of  the  Conference  came  together  for  a  day  of  fellowship,  inspira- 
tion, study,  worship,  and  recreation.  They  were  carried  out  in  an  excellent 
manner,  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  equipping  those  who  came  with  ideas  and 
techniques  to  improve  the  MYF  in  their  local  church.

These  figures  include  youth,  adult  workers  with  youth,  and  ministers 
who  were  present. 

With  the  quadrennial  emphasis  throughout  Methodism  being  on  youth, 
the  youth  leaders  and  adult  workers  with  youth  throughout  the  Conference, 
are  making  plans  far  into  the  future  to  keep  our  youth  work  going  at  a 
steady  pace. 

ADULT  WORK:  The  adult  work  in  our  Conference  also  gained  momen- 
tum during  the  year.  Special  emphasis  was  put  on  young  adults  and  there 
has  been  a  growing  interest  in  what  can  be  done  through  this  group. 

During  the  week  of  April  15-18,  1953,  we  were  fortunate  to  have  had 
Reverend  Ernest  T.  Dixon,  Jr.,  of  the  General  Board  of  Education,  working 
on  our  Conference.  On  Saturday,  May  18th,  at  Brooks  Memorial  Church  in 
High  Point,  N.  C,  we  held  a  one  day  young  adult  conference  consisting  of 
discussion  groups,  and  an  address  by  Rev.  Dixon.  The  discussion  group 
leaders  and  panel  members  proved  themselves  to  be  excellent  and  resource- 
ful leaders,  and  they  contributed  greatly  to  the  succss  of  the  Conference.

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GENERAL  CHURCH  SCHOOL  WORK 

Duing  the  year  we  were  able  to  get  two  workers  from  the  General 
Board  of  Education  to  come  into  our  conference  for  extensive  work  through- 
out the  districts.  I  feel  that  much  has  resulted  from  the  inspiration  and 
information  which  these  men  furnished. 

In  September  of  1952,  Reverend  J.  A.  Greene,  who  has  now  left  the 
General  Board,  conducted  four  seminars — one  on  each  district — for  Church 
School  Superintendents.  The  superintendents  from  various  charges  came 
together  for  a  day  of  fellowship,  worship,  and  study  of  the  program  of  the 
Methodist  Church  School,  under  the  excellent  leadership  of  Dr.  Greene. 

During  the  week  of  April  15-18,  1952,  Reverend  Ernest  T.  Dixon,  Jr., 
conducted  two  workshops  on  Christian  Education,  and  appeared  at  one 
District  Conference.  The  Church  School  Superintendents,  Departmental 
Superintendents,  Church  School  Teachers,  pastors,  and  interested  persons. 
They  were  centered  around  various  problems  of  Church  School  work,  and 
also  gave  pointers  on  teaching  methods  and  techniques.  In  the  workshop 
on  the  Greensboro  District,  there  was  an  extensive  session  on  Audio-Visual 
Aids  in  the  Church.  There  was  a  discussion  and  demonstration  led  by 
Miss  Mernelle  Martin,  Instructor  of  Audio-Visual  Aids  at  Bennett  College, 
and  Mr.  A.  H.  Peeler,  Principal  of  Price  Elementary  School,  Greensboro, 
N.  C.  Miss  Martin  gave  a  repeat  performance  on  the  Winston  District,  with 
the  assistance  of  Rev.  Dixon.  Attendance  record  of  the  workshops  is  as 
follows :

Rev.  Dixon  rounded  out  his  stay  in  the  Conference  by  appearing  at  the 
Laurinburg:  District  Conference,  meeting  with  the  annual  pre-conference 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  working  with  the  Young  Adult 
Conference. 

It  is  my  belief  that  we  have  not  yet  begun  to  feel  the  effects  of  the 
good  which  these  experiences  provided.  Without  a  doubt,  they  will  prove 
themselves  in  the  on-going  program  of  the  Church  Schools  throughout  the 
Conference. 

CERTIFIED  PERSONNEL 

The  number  of  certified  workers  in  our  Conference  is  steadily  increas- 
ing. This  year,  we  have  added  several  deans  and  instructors  to  our  list  of 
certified  personnel.  This  means  that  most  of  our  future  Leadership  Schools 
will  be  accredited,  having  met  the  standards  of  the  General  Board  of 
Education. 

VISITATION 

During  the  year  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  invited  to  numerous 
points  in  each  district.  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  working  in  the  local 
church  situation  from  a  period  of  one  day,  to  several  sessions  extended  over 
a  period  of  a  month.  I  have  observed  Church  Schools,  met  with  Workers 
Conferences,  Commissions  on  Education,  and  with  Church  School  Superin- 
tendents. Much  has  been  accomplished  through  meetings  of  this  sort  with 
local  church  workers. 

My  visitation  has  not  been  limited  to  the  local  church  situation.  The 
District  Superintendents  have  been  quite  co-operative  in  providing  a  space 
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in  their  district  gatherings  for  Christian  Education.  I  have  had  the  op- 
portunity this  year  to  take  part  in  the  District  Youth  Institutes  of  all  four 
districts  the  District  Conferences  of  all  four  districts,  and  various  group 
meetings  and  district  gatherings.  Time  was  provided  a^so  at  these  sessions 
for  the  various  age-group  workers  to  take  part  in  the  program. 

In  addition  to  the  activities  inside  the  Conference,  I  have  also  been 
privileged  to  attend  some  meetings  on  Area,  Jurisdictional  and  National 
levels,  which  has  greatly  helped  us  in  our  work.  The  meetings  attended 
were  as  follows:  .

It  is  my  feeling  that  the  contact  made  at  these  meetings  has  supplied 
me  with  invaluable  information,  which  can  lead  to  a  much  better  program 
of  Christian  Education  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  to  the 
pastors,  District  staffs,  Conference  staff,  and  all  other  individuals  who  have 
helped  to  make  this  year  what  it  has  been.

Bishop  Love,  Distinguished  Visitors,  District  Superintendents,  Minis- 
ters, Delegates  to  the  Ninety-fifth  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual 
Conference  and  Christian  Friends: 

I  am  profoundly  thankful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  protection 
and  guidance  during  this  conference  year.  I  have  visited  several  churches 
to  assist  church  and  charge  Lay-Leaders  in  the  promotion  of  lay  activities 
in  the  local  churches. 

The  Conference  Board  of  Lay  Activities  could  not  function  as  usual 
this  conference  year  because  of  changes  by  the  General  Conference  on 
lay  activities,  which  had  to  be  acted  on  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  General  Board  of  Lay  Activities,  and  sent  down  to  Conference,  District, 
Associate  District,  Church  and  Charge  lay  leaders  for  study  and  application. 

The  General  Board  of  Lay  Activities,  through  Divine  guidance  has 
planned  an  extensive,  workable  plan  for  all  Methodist  churches  on  a  church 
wide  program  of  Stewardship  Education  with  special  emphasis  on  Christian 
Stewardship  of  possessions  and  with  the  tithe  as  Methodism's  minimum 
standard  of  giving. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  Board  of  Lay  Activities  in  its  annual 
session,  has  outlined  the  following  program  for  the  conference  year. 

Aims  and  Objectives  of  Conference  Board  for  1953: 

1.  To  deepen  the  spiritual  lives  of  the  lay  membership  in  every  local 
church. 

2.  To  practice  Christian  fellowship  in  all  human  relationships. 

3.  Christianize   personal   and   community   life. 

4.  To  study  and  become  familiar  with  The  Methodist  Church,  its 
organization   and   its   doctrines. 

5.  Cooperate  with  the  bishop,  district  superintendents  and  pastors  in 
the  total  program  of  The  Methodist   Church. 

A.  Cooperate  with  the  bishop  and  correlate  the  work  of  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Lay  Activities  with  all  other  agencies  and 
commissions  within  the  conference. 

B.  Cooperate  with  district  superintendents  in  meeting  the  assess- 
ments assessed  by  the  bishop  and  General  Church. 

C.  Assist   the   pastor   in   raising   all   apportionments. 

6.  Adequate  support  of  the  ministry. 

7.  Encourage  ministers  and  laymen  to  cooperate  with  Agricultural 
and  other  agencies  working  for  the  spiritual,  social,  economical  and 
educational  betterment  of  our  rural  population. 

GOALS  FOR  1953 

1.  A  minimum  of  two  meetings  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Lay  Ac- 
tivities. 

2.  One  Layman's  Retreat  planned  and  conducted  by  the  Conference 
Board  of  Lay  Activities. 

3.  Each  District  Board  of  Lay  Activities  observe  an  annual  Laymen's 
Day  anniversary. 

4.  A  correct  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  church  and  charge  lay 
leaders. 

5.  Have  all  Methodist  Men  Clubs  change  to  the  new  plan  adopted  by 
the  General  Board  of  Lay  Activities  by  renewing  the  charter 
annually. 

6.  Organize  and  charter  a  minimum  of  five  new  Methodist  Men  clubs 
on  each  district. 

7.  Obtain  fifteen  new  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Layman  on  each 
district. 

8.  Place  the  Christian  Advocate  in  every  Methodist  home. 
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9    Plan  observance  of  Layman's  Day  in  all  churches,  using  the  theme 
'  suggested  by  the  General  Board.    The  new  date  for  observing  Lay- 
men's Day  will  be  the  third  Sunday  in  October. 
The  aims  and  objectives  and  goals  are  in  accord  with  tne  program  of 
the   General   Board   of   Lay   Activities    and   can    be    attained    through    the 
cooperation  of  ministers  and  laymen  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference.

COMMITTEE  ON  WORLD  PEACE 

INTRODUCTION 

Bishop  Love  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Central  Jurisdiction  of  the  Methodist   Church. 

As  your  committee  submits  its  annual  report  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1953,  it  is  aware  that  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  world  revolution.  We  are 
witnessing  vast  changes  in  the  political,  social,  economic,  intellectual  and 
moral  life  of  mankind. 

We  are  also  aware  that  the  war  in  Korea  has  claimed  the  lives  of 
many  thousands  in  combat,  and  has  left  millions  of  the  Korean  people 
homeless,  hungry,  and  in  utter  destitution.  The  cold  war  continues  to  leave 
suspicion,  fear,  hysteria  and  hatred  in  its  wake. 

In  such  a  world,  we  are  challenged  as  never  before  to  dedicate  ourselves 
to  the  task  of  helping  to  achieve  a  just  and  lasting  peace. 

THE  MORAL  AND  SPIRITUAL  CONDITIONS  OF  PEACE 

In  paragraphs  2026  of  the  1952  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
we  have  this  excellent  statement:  "The  primary  conditions  of  peace  lie 
in  the  attitudes  of  men."  Since  the  Church  in  a  unique  way  holds  in  its 
keeping  the  moral  and  spiritual  forces  for  a  peaceful  world,  the  Church 
has  a  unique  and  God-given  responsibility. 

"Among  the  fertile  causes  of  ware  are:  the  claims  of  each  state  to 
absolute  national  sovereignty;  the  failure  of  nations  to  apply  moral  law 
and  justice  in  international  negotiations  and  actions;  the  cancelling  of 
distinctions  of  right  and  wrong,  as  more  and  more  barbarous  forms  of 
cruelty  are  held  to  be  legitimate;  self -righteousness;  the  treating  of 
persons  as  things;  the  condoning  of  human  bondage;  economic  self-interest; 
the  distortion  of  the  truth  by  propaganda  and  deliberate  falsehood;  reliance 
on  military  force  as  the  sole  arbiter  in  conflict  and  instrument  for  the 
restraint  of  evil." 

"To  each  of  these  factors  the  Christian  gospel  has  an  answer.  No 
earthly  state,  but  God  alone,  is  ruler  of  the  universe.  To  His  righteous 
law,  nations  as  well  as  individuals  are  subject  and  no  claims  of  military 
necessity  can  make  what  is  evil  good.  By  Him  all  men  are  judged  and 
called  to  repentance.  All  persons  were  made  in  the  image  of  God  and 
however  sinful  are  infinitely  precious  in  His  sight.  All  men  are  children 
of  God  and  brothers  one  of  another;  before  Him  no  distinctions  of  nation, 
race,  ••lass,  culture,  or  political  alignment  can  stand.  God  wills  all  men  to 
be  free  to  work  our  their  destines  in  a  just  society  amid  conditions  com- 
patible with  truth,  and  to  share  in  the  resources  of  the  earth  that  He  has 
provided  for  all.  To  us  He  has  committed,  not  implements  of  destruction 
for  the  arrest  of  evil,  but  the  words  of  reconciliation  and  love." 
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UNIVERSAL   MILITARY   TRAINING 

The  Council  of  Bishops,  the  General  Conference,  the  Board  of  World 
Peace  and  other  church-wide  agencies  of  The  Methodist  Church  have 
expressed  their  opposition  to  universal  military  training.  We  commend 
this  stand. 

We  are  opposed  to  universal  military  training  because  we  believe  that 
it  is  undemocratic  and  educationally  and  morally  unsound. 

DISARMAMENT 

We  reaffirm  the  following  statement  from  the  Episcopal  Address 
delivered  at  the  1952  session  of  the  General  Conference.  We  quote,  "We 
must  keep  disarmament  before  the  nations  as  they  seek  an  alternative  to 
war.  The  theory  upon  which  the  Western  Allies  and  their  Communist 
Antagonists  are  operating  is  that  their  only  security  lies  in  amassing 
such  weight  of  armaments  that  nobody  will  dare  challenge  them.  This 
theory  has  been  repeatedly  tested  in  history.  It  has  never  yet  brought 
peace.  It  is  morally  fallacious,  and  deep  in  our  hearts  we  know  it  brings 
only  a  spacious  and  trembling  sense  of  security." 

We  hold  that  true  security  lies  not  in  armaments,  but  in  mutual  under- 
standing and  international  cooperation,  economic  justice  and  racial 
brotherhood. 

COLONIALISM 

Colonialism  is  on  the  way  out.  Colonial  territories  are  seeking  in- 
dependence. We  proclaim  the  right  of  colonial  peoples  to  be  free  and  to 
determine  their  own  forms  of  government. 

UNITED   STATES-RUSSIAN  RELATIONS 

Again,  we  quote  from  paragraph  2026  of  the  1952  Discipline,  "There 
can  be  no  condoning  of  the  ideology  or  practice  of  Communism.  Though 
it  holds  out  to  underprivileged  peoples  promises  of  a  release  from  want 
and  oppression,  these  promises  are  for  the  most  part  deceptive  and  are 
accompanied,  where  power  is  seized,  by  new  and  terrible  forms  of  tyranny. 
Its  atheistic  totalitarionism  and  its  tendency  to  infiltration,  clever  deception, 
and  ruthless  violence  make  it  a  major  foe  both  of  Christianity  and  of 
freedom  in  the  world  today.  Recognition  of  these  facts  is  essential  to 
Christian  democracy. 

"It  is  equally  essential  to  avoid  fostering  hatred."  We  should  not 
charge  the  entire  Russian  people  with  being  Communist.  There  are  still 
many  millions  of  Christians  in  Russia.  They  are  not  materialists,  for  they 
believe  that  the  Eternal  Spirit,  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  is  the  ultimate  reality.  Despite  severe  repression,  churches  and 
cathedrals  are  open  and  people  worship  in  them,  traditional  Scriptures  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  used,  and  Christian  hymns  are  sung.  We 
should  make  every  effort  to  communicate  with  these  people  and  send  a 
message  of  Christian  fellowship  and  good  will. 

"We  believe  that  the  best  defense  against  Communism  is  not  to  be 
found  in  the  use  of  military  forces  or  in  the  supression  of  civil  liberties. 
Rather  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  preservation  of  democratic  institutions  by 
more  thorough-going  practice  of  democracy.  Such  defense  calls  for  the 
abatement  of  racial  and  class  discrimination;  the  elimination  of  economic 
conditions  which  foster  poverty,  hunger,  and  disease;  more  adequate 
provision  for  both  the  physical  and  spiritual  needs  of  persons  of  all  lands." 

"It  is  our  conviction  that  the  peoples  of  neither  the  Soviet  Union  nor 
the  United  States  desire  war.  We  call  upon  all  of  our  people  promptly  to 
undertake  to  change  the  prevailing  mood  which  we  believe  conducive  to 
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war  We  urge  our  respective  governments  to  support  a  continuing  process 
of  negotiations  through  the  United  Nations  and  other  diplomatic  high 
levels;  and  to  keep  the  door  open  to  any  proposal,  from  whatever  source, 
that  holds  the  possibility  of  peace." 

THE   UNITED   NATIONS 

In  spite  of  its  short  comings,  the  United  Nations  is  the  best  political 
hope  for  peace  in  our  world  today.  Let  us  urge  our  government  to  give 
the  United  Nations  its  full  support. 

THE   CRUSADE   FOR  WORLD   ORDER 

At  the  1952  session  of  the  General  Conference  the  Council  of  Bishops 
was  requested  to  lead  a  Crusade  for  World  Order  beginning  in  the  fall  of 
1953.  We  urge  this  Conference  to  give  its  full  support  to  our  Council  oi 
Bishops  in  this  Crusade. 

CONCLUSION 

If  there  is  to  be  any  peace  in  our  world,  nations  must  learn  to  live  by 
the  law  of  love.  The  law  of  love  is  written  in  the  nature  of  life  itself. 
It  is  written  in  the  structure  of  the  moral  universe.  When  individuals  and 
nations  live  by  the  law  of  love,  they  are  living  by  the  highest  law  of  their 
being.  So,  Dr.  Ashley  Montagu,  professor  of  Anthropology  at  Rutgers 
University,  is  right  when,  in  his  book,  On  Being  Human,  he  says,  "Men 
who  do  not  love  one  another  are  sick  .  .  ."  Science  points  the  way  to  sur- 
vival and  happiness  for  all  mankind  through  love  and  cooperation.
